FIERCE FIRE IN DAYTON.

Dayton, O., March 26.— That a fierce 
fire which appeared to be sweeping 
through the half-submerged busi- 
ness district of Dayton late to- 
night, had destroyed the Beckel house, 
where there was supposed to be more 
than two hundred flood refugees, was 
the concensus of opinion of scores of 
watchers atop the National Cash Reg - 
ister building, nearly two miles from 
the scene of the flames.

Three motor boats had to be brought in 
on interurban trains from Winona lake, 
fifty miles away. Also some came from 
Culver Military academy. With these larger 
boats rescue work proceeded. 

The rescuers in some instances found en- 
tire families lying flat on the roofs of their 
houses, where they had crawled the night 
before, waiting for daylight to bring relief. 
Hundreds of others were jammed in the 
courthouse and lodge hall buildings, which 
are located in the only district not under 
water. 

RESCUE WORK IS BEGUN. 

The first thought of the rescue parties 
when daylight came was to send into the 
city boats to carry to safety those who 
were in immediate danger of drowning. 
The rescuers learned that many people, 
including women with children in arms, 
had been on housetops all night, exposed 
tg, a ‘freezing temperature. Their suffer- 
ing was intense. One man told the res- 
cuerg be had seen several people slip from 
the roofs from exhaustion and drop into 
the swirling water. | 

Among the marooned was John J. Krut- 
rer, mayor of Peru. He was ill in bed 
when the flood rushed in and was unable 
to escape before the water surrounded 
his residence. He delegated the functions 
of mayor to Thomas Kruger. superintead- 
ent of the lighting plant. ue 

SOUTH BEND SENDS AID. 

A relief train from South Bend arrived 
with 3,000 loaves of bread, representing 
output of all the South Bend bakeries 
and hotels. The train also carried bar 
rels of salt meat, condensed milk, eggs of 
all the grocery stores, a carload of ap- 
ples, gasoline stoves, lanterns, candles, 
clothing. and medicine. 

Another South Bend relief train reached 
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O'Neill in charge. Besides food and 
clothing it carried 1,600 gallons of water, 
185 gallons of oil, and 200 lanterns. 

Relief forces from Warsaw are on 
the way. They include seventy-five men 
with forty rowboats and several launches. 
A rescue party from South Bend consist- 
ed of a squad of detectives sent by the 
police authorities and a squad of twenty- 
five volunteers. In spite of the numerous 
relief parties already in the vicinity there 
was not a sufficient number of boats to 
carry them to points where they could 
be of service. Snow is falling heavily and 
suffering is intense from lack of heating 
facilities. There is no light save from 
the lanterns. 

MUDDY WATER CAUSES ILLNESS. 

Many of those taken from here to the 
hospital at Plymouth have become sick 
through drinking muddy water. To pre- 
vent this, by supplying fresh water, was 
one of the problems confronting the res- 
cuers. 

One of the rescue party, who made the 
trip in the first boat that entered the city, 
said: “ We learned from the survivors 
that the flood rushed in upon the city at 
about 10 o'clock Monday night. The 
river rose six feet in three hours. Warn- 
ing had been given some of the residents, 
but many failed to heed it. 

“The cry to be saved from those who 
saw the first boat was heart-rending. 
Some of them threatened to jump into 
the water if we did not take them aboard, 
But it was impossible with the scant 
beat supply to take all away at once.” 

HOMELESS FILL INDIANAPOLIS. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 26.—[Special. } 
—Night fell on the stricken west section of 
Indianapolis with the rescue work far from 
complete and nothing done as yet to recover 
the bodies ot the dead. Many persons are 
known to have been drowned in their lit- 
tle one story dwellings beside the broken 
levee, and ihe number of depths cangot be 
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estimated until the water has receded. 

Most of the suffering is, of course, among 
the poor, and there the death toll is heaviest. 
But some sections of the residence district 
have been swept, wealthy families driven out 
for refuge, boulevards ruined, and some of 
the parks swept clean of surface soil. The 
city is in a state of semi-panic. 

Some women were taken from tree tops 
and house tops in West Indianapolis un- 
conscious. Others collapsed when they 
reached safety, and with every physician in 
the city working sleepless and almost food- 
less the relief work is short of what it 
should be. 


STREET CARS STAND IDLE. ; 


Street cars stand in the streets where their 
crews were compelled to abandon them when 
powér was shut off. Poles and wires are 
down and tracks washed out. 

Laté this afternoon the east span of the 
West Washington street bridge fell into the 
river, and a little later the wreckage was 
swept down with a crash against the pier 
of the Kentucky Avenue bridge, a mile be- 
low. That structure is in danger of giving 
away. This will leave only the Oliver ave- 
nue traffic bridge and the two railroad 
bridges, both of which are cut off at the 
terminals and useless for rescue work un- 
til the flood subsides. 

The big bridge of Kingan & Co., across 
White river, went out tonight, and with it 
a large amount of débris was swept down 
the river and lodged against the Big Four 
railroad bridge a few blocks below, which 
puts the latter in great danger. The bridge 
of the Vandalia railroad is only one block 
below the Big Four structure, and would 
likely be carried away if the bridge above 
it goes out. 


WATER WORKS SHUT DOWN. 


The city found itself crippled in respect to 
waterworks and without fire protection. 
Drinking water sold at a premium and water 
from the mains for bathing was unuttain- 
able. 

The sudden crash of the Morris street 
levee at West Indianapolis caught the hun- 


and of poopie near it sutiraly unprepared, 
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The families in one story houses were at the 
merey of the flood. It is believed many were 
trapped and unable even to get out of dors. 
The bodies of these unfortunates will not be 
found until the waters recede, and this cir- 
cumstance baffles attempts to estimate the 
extent of the casualties. There is an unveri- 
fied rumor that a large number of refugees 
sought shelter in Wolfe's hall. Under the 
extraordinary weight the crowded floor col- 
lapsed and mapy probably were crushed or 
drowned in the water below. 


DAWN STARTS RESCUE WORK. 

At dawn the armies of rescuers resumed 
the work they had been forced to abandon 
at midnight. At the edge of the flood and 
along temporary landing places they has- 
tily threw together scows and rafts, lined 
them with tar paper and paddled their way 
about the flooded streets to persons in the 
greatest dunger. 

There were some of the rescuers who in 
epite of fatigue worked all through the 
night. Police Sergeant Charley Reed and 
Albert Harris made a score of trips to 
marooned houses. 

“We saw three drowned,” Reed said, 
“a man, a woman, and child. People 
across the street from them yelled at us 
and pointed to the house. We rowed over 
to see three lying there dead and we could 
uot reach them.” 

Thirty-five children were taken to the 
West Washington street car barns and 
little groups rescued from every imagina- 
ble point of temporary escape from the 
waters were taken into homes and store- 
rooms on the higher ground. 


MOTOR LAUNCHES AID WORK. 

Work was greatly facilitated by the ar- 
rival of six motor launches’ hurried down 
White river, arriving at West Indianapolis 
a little before noon. The makeshift scows 
and rafts. continued their explaqrations all 
through the day, finding hundreds of frantic 
people hungry and near exhaustion from ex- 
posure scattered through the vast flooded 
territory. 

In many of the houses the water reached 
the second floor, and terrified occupants 


scrambled to their roots, leaving even food

Rescuers. tell of pleas from marooned 
families begging for help when the res- 
cuing boats were already loaded to capac- 
ity and the addition of one more passenger 
might have cost the lives of all. In many 
cases frantic men leaped from the roofs, 
swam toward the frail crafts and clung 
there, despite the blows from the rescuers’ 
paddles, 

As soon as each boatload pulled up to 
safety in West Indianapolis the survivors 
seized by half crazed relatives 
screaming for news of their children, par- 
ents, and brothers. 

Among those rescued at sunrise were 
forty-five persons who had spent the entire 
night on the roof of a factory, calling for 
help incessantly. One man fired a revol- 
ver at intervals. The shots could be Leard 
from the dry land. 

William Morris of West Indianapolis 
took his wife and two children from their 
residence late Tuesday afternoon, but be- 
lieving the warning exaggeration returned 
home, was caught aod drowned. 

PAMILY OF six DROWNED. 

Rescuers say one family of six died in 
their home.

The flood 
victims said they knew of no loss of life in 
this section, a condition brought about large- 
ly by the fact that a great number of the 
people had availed themselves of warnings 
and fied. 

A Mrs. Vam Denberg who remained until 
the flood had enveloped her home, declared 
when rescued that she had seen no bodies in 
the flood. 

Sixty-five persons were marooned in the 
central police station. 

Nothing tonight had been heard from 
Mayor Phillips of Dayton, or from Adit. 
Gen. Woods, marooned, it was believed, in 
North Dayton. 

It was reported that several patients in 
the receiving stations had created a slight

BREAK AT TAYLOR STREET. 

Cincinnati, O., March 26.—What seems 
to be an accurate report indicates that the 
first break in the banks of the Miami river 
at Dayton came at Taylor street, just where 
the Miami and the Mad rivers form a junc- 
tion. 

The waters began to pour over the bank 
and come into the downtown district, which 
lies in low ground south of the river. 

There is a fire department station ‘near 
where the first break occurred. The alarm 
was given and the horses were attached to 

| the apparatus. As they rushed toward the 


(uin hotel at the southwest corner of Third 


river the firemen saw a wall of water ap- 


proaching. The driver was forced to turn 
and flee in an opposite direction. 

In fifteen minutes Main street was a 
mill race. The break in the dike continued 
to widen, and as it did the river seemed 
to change its course and pour down through 
the heart of the city. 


RETREAT UPWARD BY FLOORS. 

People were driven from stores, from of- 
fices, and from factories by the rising 
floods. Many of them ran into the streets 
and in this way scores perished. Others 
remained in the buildings, going from floor 
to floor as the waters rose. 

When the flood reached its height the 
water covered twenty square miles. The 
flood was running rapidly through the 
heart of the business section. It extended 
from Water street on the north, Summit 
street on the east, and High street on the 
west, and was flowing swiftly south toward 
the National Cash Register company plant. 


SWEEPS PRINCIPAL BUILDINGS. 

In the heart of this inundated district 
are the principal buildings of the city. 
South from Van Cleve park is the Union 
station at Ludlow and Fifth streets. 

The jail workhouse amd the county bnild- 
ing are almost directly in the course the 
flood took. The public library is at St. Clair 
and Second streets and was exposed to the 
full sweep of the flood. 

The city building is a few blocks south. 
St. Elizabeth’s hospital is not far from the 
river and on low ground. 


PHONE ON BUILDING TOP. 

From the top of one of the buildings com- 
munication with the outside world was first 
obtained. Some one had rigged up a tele- 
phone there with which he was able to get 
into communication with Phoneton, twelve 
miles away. The Associated Press had an 
operator there who relayed information to 
its office at Cincinnati. 

This line of communication was estab- 


| lghed by M. B. Stohi, wire chief at Dayton 


for the American Telephone and Telegraph 
company, and C. D. Williamson, the wire 
chief at Phoneton. 

Stohl reached the Dayton office just be- 
fore the flood broke Tuesday morning. All 
batteries and power were put out of com- 
mission before he could protect them. Stohl 
found a lineman’s, test set.. With this he 
made his way to the roof of the building. 
Outting in on the line to Phoneton he re- 
ported to Williamson, whose batteries were 
in good condition. 

Soon after the noon hour the cable south 
of Daytom and Phoneton broke. The two 
men were still able to keep up meager com- 
munication. 


GREATEST LOSS IN NORTH. 

It is believed that the greatest loss of 
life will be found to have occurred in North 
Dayton. The Miami river curves around 
the business section on the north. As 
the water came through the break it poured 
down until it formed a rushing river over 
the north part of the city. 

This is the factory district and is inhab- 
ited largely by working -people. It was 
ominous that few reports have come out of 
there. 

The Dayton View district, which is an 
aristocratic residence section, is on hig’: 
ground and has scarcely been injured. The 
soldiers’ home to the south also is on high 
ground. ‘ 

Unexpected communication was had with 
Dayton over an independent telephone com- 
pany line during an attempt to get informa- 
tion concerning the situation at Vandalia. 


A wire was set up from Phoneton through 


| 


Tippecanoe City and Troy and sent back io 
Vandalia. When this circuit was completed 
a man’s voice was heard on it. 


VOICE AT DAYTON ANSWERS. 

Where are you?” asked Phoneton. 

“Home Telephone office, Dayton,” he 
said. 

The man said be had rigged up a tele 


phone and got in on his Vandalia circuit. 
He said the water was near the third floor 
of his building, and that he and about forty 
others were marooned in the fourth story. 
The only sign of life he said was in the 
United Brethren building across the street, 
where several men were marooned. The 
two parties were communicating by shout- 
ing across the flood swept streets. 

The Dayton man said the water was 
plowing through the streets in a mad rush, 
and that he had had nothing to eat and 
little water to drink for forty-eight hours. 
He said his name was Davis. 

He asked if there couldn't be relief soon, 
and was glad to learn that the governor 
was moving to their relief by every pos- 
sible method of communication. 


SAYS 200 BODIES WERE FOUND. 


A dispatch from Columbus says that Gov. 
Gox received a message by telephone from 
Dayton shortly before 11 o’clock from John 
Bell, the bell telephone operator there, in 
which Bell stated that 200 bodies bad been 
found by men in patrol boats. 

The bodies were found as far as Wayne 
avenue, which is more than a mile from 
the river. At Fifth avenue and Brown 
street the water reached the height of ten 
feet. Some of the drowned met death in 
the Algonquin hotel. 

At Phoneton word was received that 
there were 200 refugees in the V. M. C. A. 
building and in the Algonquin hotel. They 
had neither food nor drinking water. The 
flood surged about them fifteen feet deep. 
Forty boats seized by the city authorities 
were patrolling the streets. 


TORRENT RACES N STREET. 


In front of the Central Union Telephone 
office it was said the water was running so 


‘swiftly that horses could not go through it 


without swimming. Débris of every sort 
was being carried by in the current. : 
Another report that 400 school children 


had been overwhelmed in their building and 
drowned was discredited.

WIRE CONNECTIONS RESTORED. 


Dayton was practically cut off from wire 
communication until late this afternoon. 
Then two wires into Cincinnati were ob- 
tained, and operators plunged into great 
piles of telegrams from Dayton citizens, al- 
most frantic in their desire to 
friends outside of their safety. 

Operators at opposite ends of the wires 
reported. that thousands of telegrams were 
piled up at relay offices. These were from 
people anxious over the fate of Dayton 
kinsmen. 

Until that time the nearest wire com- 
munication was at Lebanon, O., eighteen 
miles distant. The only news of the dis- 
aster given to the outside world last night 
and today was taken to Lebanon by auto- 
mobile and transmitted to Cincinnati. 


ESTIMATES DEAD AT 1, 000. 


Columbus, O., March 26.—That the loss 
of life in Dayton will not be less than 
1,000 was the estimate made this even- 
ing by Gov. Cox after an analysis of the 
information from the center of the city 
which was cleared through his office. 

“How many more than that there will 
be no one can tell,” he said. 

The fire which this afternoon swept 
the block bounded by Jefferson, Second, 
Third, and St. Clair streets subsided 
somewhat tonight. All the people in the 
block were saved. 

This word came early tonight from 
Telephone Operator John Bell to relieve 
the anxiety of the crowd which hung 
over the end of the wire in the Yovernor’s 


office all day. 
WOMEN AND CHILDREN REMOVED, 
„All the women and children who were in 


the block are removed to safety in the Beaver

of Bell. “ There were thirty of them.” 
Gov. Cox said that the building is fireproof 


and the oecupants will remain in safety. 


Sixteen persons are housed in the Home 
Telephone building, with a block and tackle 
rigged as a means of egress if the fire presses 
them. If the fire threatens either of these 
buildings during the night a dash will be 
made for them in boats. 

Bell said it would be dangerous to attempt 
a rescue now in the swift current. 

The fire jumped across Third street into 
the next block, but is’ dying down. The 
Fourth National bank building and the 
St. Paul's Evangelical church were 
among the important structures destroyed, 
From his station in the Bell Telephone 
building Bell could see the lights of a 
train two blocks away.

Stricken City Talks to ‘Tribune’ 
Over Long Distance Wire. 


MAIN STREET IS A TORRENT. 


Practically Every Building in the 
Place Is Flooded. 


Chicago and the stricken city of Dayton 
talked together yesterday. For a short time 
the office of THE TRIBUNE was in telephonic 
communication with the offices in the big 
plant of the National Cash Register com- 
pany lying in the only section of the city 
not under water. 

We don't know if there are fifty or 5,000 
dead,” was the answer to the question that 
bad been on every one’s lips the last two 
days.

We can't see more than half a mile now, 
as it has been raining hard since 10 o'clock 
this morning. The temperature is 48 and the 
rain is cold. We have food and clothing-here 
and have brought in 00 or 700 of the res- 
cued, but everything is dismal. There are 
hundreds who can't find their relatives and 
can’t help imagining they are all dead. 


Can’t Estimate Flood Area. 

„It's impossible to estimate the area cov- 
ered with water. We are a mile and a half 
from it here and it probably stretches to 
three miles from here. 

There may be hundreds of dead in the 
buildings we can see but we can’t reach them. 
We don’t know if there are 50 or 5,000 dead. 
Theres no way we can estimate. 
will never be known until all the buildings 
have been searched. 


There's a fire now. We can see that part 


of the central district is burning. It is said | 


to be a factory of some sort, but we can’t 
do anything. In a day or two we will be able 
to get somewhere and then all the help that 
Chicago and all the other cities can send ‘will 
be needed.“ 

The chief’ operator at Phoneton said she 
had been closely in touch with the operators 
in the telephone building all day. 

“They say the water is going down now 
she said, and it’s still at least six feet deep 
in Main street and the current is terribly 
strong. The fire is in the section between 
St. Clair and Jefferson streets and it looks 
as though it would burn clear through to the 
river before it goes out. 


Practically All of City Flooded. 

“ Practically all the city, except that sec- 
tion where the cash register plant lies, is 
under water. The worst is in Main street. 
We are told that between 75 and 100 bodies 
have been found on the west side, but no 
one can estimate how many there are in the 
buildings. 

“Some of the buildings must be filled 
with people. Those in the Telephone build-

Omaha, Neb.. March 26—Fifty-two u- 
nerals brought home with greater force to the 
people of Omaha today a realization of the 
extent of Sunday’s tornado. 

All day long the death procession was kept 
up. Coler, creed and nationality were for- 
gotten. It was a general burial. 

There was little ceremony. As quickly.as 
one funeral was over another begen. Un- 
dertakers codperated in arranging burials. 

One of the most pitiful of the funerals was 
that of Mrs. Mary Rathkey and two email 
children. Surviving Mrs. Rathkey fs the 
husband and father, who is nearly demented 
over the disaster and who has not been eeen 
by friends since he learned of his wifes 
death. Mra. Rathkey and children were 
killed at their home. 


More Beliet Funds Needed, 

Many cases of destitution were reported 
during the day. Relief work seemed to lou 
up. It took much time to prepare card a- 
dexes of sufferers’ wants and to make requi- 
sitions on the central relief station at the 
auditorium for supplies. While these for- 
malities were being carried through want 
stalked through disconsolate homes from 
one corner of the city to the other. The 
task of caring for those needing food, cloth- 
ing, auppl es. and money seemed to be too 
large for the relief forces. 

The task of giving permanent relief to the 
sufferers in Omaha became almost hercu- 
jean. Although $250.000 has already been 
provided tor this work, the matter of sye- 
temetically distributing relief has become a 
great problem. City officials have taken 
up the work temporarily, but they are pre- 
paring to turn it over to some permanently 
organized body in order that relief may be 
extended in a businesslike manner.

The real estate exchange has taken steps 


to prevent the raising of rents. Already 
cases of attempted extortion, some by mem- 
bers of the exchange itself, have been re- 
ported. Executives of that body decided to 


deal harshly with any owners found taking 


advantage of those forced to secure hew 
homes on account of the tornado.

Requests for such service cannot be 


PROTECT LYMPH GLANDS. 


HEN a lump becomes feelable the, 


person most imterested is liable to 

become greatly alarmed. Some- 

times this alarm is justified and 

sometimes it is not. It all depends 
on what caused the lymph gland to swell, 
for the lymph gland in swelling was merely 
doing its duty. 

If fear stimulates one to find out what 
lies back of the swelling and to try to remedy 
it, it does good. If it is carried beyond 
that point, of course, it does harm. 

The eane course to follow when one 
discovers an enlarged gland is to find where 
the absorption is taking place, if possible, 
what is being absorbed, and then to devise 
a method of preventing the absorption. 


-e- 

Lamph flow is not as aniformly in one 
@irection as is blood flow. The arrange- 
ment is comparable to the stream arrange- 
ment at the mouth of the Mississippi river, 
where the water, though usually flowing 
down one channel, is rather easily diverted 
to another. 

Nevertheless, the lymph flow is regularly 
enough in one direction 80 that, given an 
enlarged lymph gland, we can guess pretty 
well where the absorption got ln. For in- 
stance, enlarged glands in the neck well to 
one aide directly below the ears mean ab- 
sorption from the throat. 

As nearly all of the infections of the throat 
get in through the tonsils, the wise proced- 
ure, when the neck glands enlarge, is 
to examine and retxamine the tonsila. If 
kernels come under the arm the wise pro- 
cedure is minutely to go over the arms and 
fingers for the focus of infection.

The old plan of treating enlarged lymph 
glands was to paint them with iodine or 
to poultice them, and finally to lance them 
~—as though the real seat of the trouble 
were In the gland. It may be necessary 
to lance kernels. If they are full of pus 
it is the proper policy. 

It may be necessary to némove them rad- 
lealty by operation. If they are damaged 
beyond service amd beyond repair, it is 
proper to remove them. But no kernel that 
is not damaged beyond repair should be 
removed. It is better by far that it should 
be there filtering out poison, even though 
swollen and hurting, than that the poison 
should reach the blood.

What should wesay about the person who 
allows absorption to proceed uncared for 
until his faithful servant, the lymph gland, 
breaks down and must be removed? 

What can he do? That depends upon the 
glands. If they are the neck glands, let 
him clean up his tonsils and his teeth. If 
the crypts of the tonsils cannot be cleaned 
and kept clean let him have them removed. 
If the trouble is with the teeth and gums, 
let them be cleaned and kept clean. If 
the kernel is in the groin and there ts an 
ingrowing toenail, that must be cleaned up. 

Wherever the focus, if it be made right, 
the glands will get sent in time.

OUNG CLAUDE CASIMIR-PERIER, 
who has been a visitor to this country 
with his wife, the Parisian actress, 
Mme. Simone, whom he married after 
her divorce from the actor Le Bargy, 

is not a count, although frequently described 
as such in the American and Canadian news- 
papers in connection with his wife’s theatrical 
tours. 

This is in answer to an inquiry which I have 
received on the subject froma reader of these 
letters. 

He narrowly escaped being a count, how- 
ever. His great-grandfather, Claude Perier, 
the famous banker and financier, who was 
perhaps the most autocratic and quarrelsome 
of all the premiers of the reign of King Louis 
Philippe, had made all arrangements to se- 
eure for himself the dignity of count from the 
crown. 

Indeed, it was with this object in view that 
he purchased for $400,000 the historic chateau 
and estate of Vizille, which had belonged to 
the Dukes of Villeroy, and caused his gene- 
alogical tree to be prepared.” 

His cabinet was overthrown before he could 
complete the transaction, and not long after- 
wards he succumbed to an attack of cholera. 

He had been more feared than loved by 
King Louis Philippe, and was held in abso- 
lute aversion by the monarch’s clever sister, 
Princess Adelaide, and by all the royal princes 
from the Duc d' Orleans down tothe youngest, 
the Duc de Montpensier. His heir were un- 
able to obtain the title with which the old 
financier had projected to coronet his name 
and escutcheon.

The chateau of Vizille, which is no longer 
in the possesslon of the Perier family, ts 
situated in the deparument of Isere. It is far 
more of a palace than a mansion, and it was 
on its terraces, extending down to the large 
piece of ornamental water, that Lamar tine 
composed his famous poem, entitled “ The 
Lake,” of which the Lac du Bourget is the 
theme 

Old Claude Casimir-Perier’s son was prime 
minister of France during the presidency of 
Thiers, in the early years of the present re- 
public, and his son in turn was premier of 
President Sadi-Carnot before succeeding the 
latter in the office of chief magistrate of the 
republic. Thus poung Claude Casimir-Perier 
can look back to a fathen a grandfather’ and 
a great-crandfather, who were all in turn 


prime ministers.

who exercised his profession in the vicin- 
ity of Grenoble in Dauphine in the latter half 
of the seventeenth century.

One of his immediate descendants, Rose 
Duchesne Perier, who died at St. Louis, Mo., 
in 1842 in the odor of sanctity, spent the 
greater part of her life as a Sister of Mercy in 
the United States, associated with Mme. 
Barat in the foundation of the Order of the 
Sacred Heart. 

There are many educational and philan- 
thropic institutions in America which owe 
their origin to Rose Duchesne Perier, who 
was also known by the name of Mme Du- 
chesne. 

The one trouble about the Perier family 
has been that, like the Rothschilds, they 
have intermarried among themselves, mat- 
rimonial alliances of first cousins being the 
rule rather than the exception.

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VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 
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JUUL LAW AND CITY FINANCES. 

Chicago, March 28.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Reading your editorials and special 
articles in Tun TRIBUN®D, I have noticed that 
you are opposing both the proposed issue of 
bonds in aid of the city’s finances and the 
proposed amendment of the Juul law. 

As things are, the city has been obliged to 
cut the salaries of its employés 20 per cent. 
Under the existing Juul law, as construed by 
the Supreme court, every fresh iseue of bonds 
will cut down the city’s revenue by so much 
as may be needed to pay the interest on the 
bonds and form a sinking fund to take care 
of the principal. You will admit that there 
are public improvements which urgently call 
for action, which can only be taken care of 
by bond issues, and as to some of which bond 
issues have been voted. Do you believe that, 
under existing conditions, and if the Juul law 
be not amended, the city authorities will 
authorize such bond issues? Do you believe 
that they ought to do so? But perhaps you 
will say that the fact that the city employés 
are willing to work for 80 per cent 
of thelr former salaries shows that 
economy is possible, and that further econo- 
my might be desirable. In the office of the 
corporation couneel, to which Iam attached, 
there Is a vast body of important litigation to 
be attended to, not to speak of the constant 
calls from the various departments for opin- 
ions on questions which arise. In the matter 
of suita for damages caused by track eleva- 
tion alone there are several hundred actions 
pending against the city for damages aggre- 
gating hundreds of thousands of dollars. A 
mistake by the lawyer trying one of these 
actions might easily cost the city more than 
the whole of his salary forthe four years of 
the mayor’s term. Conceding that it would 
be easy to find lawyers who would be glad to 
accept the jobs of the corporation counsel and 
his assistants at half, or less than half, of the 
salaries now being paid to these employés, 
are you clear that it would be wise economy 
to hire these cheaper lawyers? 

Are you clear that lawyers of capacity and 
experience could be induced to leave their 
private practice for a four year term at sal- 
aries less than those now being paid to the 
assistants of the corporation counsel? 

Lastly, suppose the case of a lawyer who 
has been induced to cut loose from his pri- 
vate practice on a promise for four years of 
a salary of say %.000 a year. At the end 
of nearly two years, when he has completely 
lost bis hold on his private practice, he is told 
that, owing to the state of the city’s finances, 
he must elther take $4,000 a year or go back 
and try to pick up his private practice again. 
This fs a fair sample of what is happening 
and what must continue to happen, unless the 
Juul law is amended. Are you entirely clear 
that this ie fair and just?

A friend wanted new portieres. She had 
tired of “rope” ones and it must be something 
similar as light from the second room depended 
upon the first room.

HE fly young eity chap who goes into 

the rural districts and there wins for- 

tune and a sweetheart is becoming a 

staple of Mr. Cohan's dramatic prod- 

uct, Though professing no great 
amöunt of knowledge concerning the history 
6f the stage, I am able to recall at least four 
versions of this pleasant fable—Mr. Cohan’s 
“Forty-five Minutes from Broadway,” Mr. 
Cohan’s ‘“‘Get-Rich-Quick Wallingford,” Mr. 
Cohan's “The Fortune Hunter,” and Mr. Co- 
hans Broadway Jones.” It may be that Mr. 
Cohan was not alone in the composition of 
some of these works, but he figured in them 
all, either as author, producer, or collaborator, 
and anything that Mr. Cohan meddles with is 
distinctively Cohanian. 

— 


This reminiscence is not by way of dis- 
paragement, for the plays have been a potent 
source of ingenuous popular entertainment; 
and “ Broadway Jones,” the latest item, pre- 
sents no excuse for a discontinuation of the 
series. The spectacle of the young rounder’s 
pious retreat from Broadway to the salubrious 
precincts of a small town is, no doubt, a 
wholesome one, and especially so when the 
moral is pointed by happy romance and great 
wealth. Besides, much sport is to be made 
by contrasting the urBanities of the metropo- 
lis with the crudities of the vill We 
laugh when the rustic innocents (of Mr. Co- 
hans tmagination) say supper instead of 
“dinner,” and refer to 6 a. m. as a late hour 
for Sunday rising. The corner drug store as 
a rendezvous for lovers is an amusing idea, 
and ice cream s0d@ as a beverage suggests 
within us an enjoyable feeling of our Own su- 
perior sophistication. The hero, being from 
the city, is full of Bright remarks. “Do you 
go to church every Sunday, Mr. Jones?“ in- 
quires the héroine. No,“ says Mr. Jones, 
“but I go to Churchill's every Sunday night.”

It is daybreak in New York when the play be- 
gins, and Mr. Cohan as Broadway Jones is 
staggering into his apartment very drunk from 
a wild night among the cafés. After a vinous 
colloquy with his butler, rather funny in its con- 
tents, Mr. Cohan discloses to his friend George 
Parsons—as ever suave, effective, and manly 
—the fact that he has run through his fortune, 
is broke, and has engaged himself to be married 
to an ancient and amorous widow of means so 
that he May pax his debts. An honest and well 
Written scene this, and wofthily acted by the 
star and his associate. Then comes the tele- 
gram apprising “Broadway” of his uncle's 
death and his inheritance of a chewing gum fac- 
‘tory, much wanted by the rapacious chicle trust 
—which, offers him a million for it.

Mr. Cohan's peculiar method of locomotion 
while upon the stage and his etcentric fondling 
of the final syllables of his words have never 
been aceurately described in print, and a de- 
scription will not be attempted here. They are 
too familiar to require 4 report, anyway. But 
they are put into efficient service and as an in- 
strument of pleasure are vastly more useful to 
the audience than his occasional evidences of 
really good playing. This audience, by the way, 
is prodigiotis—there are twelve in the box in 
which I have a chair—~and hundreds have been 
turned away from the ticket window. Mr. 
Cohan is regarded as the National Hero. When 
he appears after one of the acts with the charm- 
ing little Miss Cohan and points proudly to him- 
self as her parent there is a demonstration in 
which sincere affection seems to have a consid- 
erable part. 


The senior, Mr. Cohan, too, is greeted with 
warmth as he enters to play the role of a genial 
country lewyer--and to play it well. He is a 
fine comedian, Mr. Jerry Cohan, when he has a 
chance to be, and in Broadway Jones” there 
is an opportunity for him to prove it with a 
quiet, quigsical, mannerly characterization, as 
good as anything to be seen of the kind. 
George Curley, the clerk up at the hotel, got 
off a good one today,” he tells his wife. When 
Broadway asked him to send supper to the room 
George said, ‘Don’t you want me to come up 
and. feed vou? Then he adds: “ George 
is witty.

The trust is routed, prosperity ensues, and felic- 
ity is illustrated by the usual finale—garden on 
a summer's night, with festivities transpiring 
within the mansion. “ Broadway” eschews rum, 
embraces domesticity and his secretary; and 
the play is oer. There is no song nor dance 
in it. , 
— 

Mr. Cohan retains his gray and somewhat cyn- 
ical attitude toward himself, his play, and his 
audience—rather a depressing attitude if, con- 
templated as such. His manner is wistful and 
weary—for a National Hero—but he must not 
be considered seriously. His chief charm for 
one of his admirers at least is his own reluc- 
tance to regard himself in that way. In “ Broad- 
way Jones he is at his best, neither insolent 
nor brash, but rather an appealing picture of a 
tired célebrant, with regrets if not aspirations. 
When you hear him say “I wish I'd never seen 
New York,” and say it as if he meant it, you 
will know what a good actor he is.

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New Books. 


Our Contribution 


of Inventions. 


BY ELEANOR DOHERTY GEHR. 


T would perhaps be difficult to find a better 
exemplication of that old remark relative to 
truth being stranger, and therefore more 
fascinating, than fiction than in the second 
series of “ Biographies of Leading Amer- 

loans No Longer Living,” of whith George Iles 
is the author—“ LBADING AMERICAN IN- 
VENTORS” (Holt). The inventors naturally 
fall into three classes, engineers, mechanics, 
and those whose work have facilitated the art 
of writing, with Charles Goodyear standing 
alone in the discovery of the art of vulcaniz- 
ing rubber. 4 

In the first category, the engineers, belong 
Col. John Stevens, inventor of the screw pro- 
peller; his son Robert, discoverer of the T-rail; 
Robert Fulton with the Clermont, and Friesson 
with his novelty locomotive and the Monitor. 
The mechanics are Whitney, of cotton gin 
fame; Blanchard, inventor of the lathe; Mo- 
Cormick, who perfected the reaper; and Howe, 
who made possible the sewing machine of to- 
day. 

But, however momentous was the achieve- 
ment of any one of these, it can hardly be said 
that any was working alone and without some 
idea of the lines along which his inventive 
genius should proceed, whereas Charles Good- 
year had no precedent to give him even a clew 
as to a means of permanently hardening rub- 
ber, almost blindly, with surprising courage and 
perseverance, had to fight out his battles, the 
exultation of having solved his problem usually 
being followed by the realization that the har- 
dening was not permanent. Of all the biogra- 
phies in the volume that of Charles Goodyear 
has the largest measure of romance and poetry 
and exhibits the greatest achievement against 
the most discouraging odds. 

Coming to the third class of inventors, those 
who contributed so much to the dissemination 
of news and literature, Mr. Les singles out 
Morse, inventor of the telegraph; Tilgham, who 
perfected the means of making paper from 
wood pulp; Sholes, who devised the typewriter; 
and Mergenthaler, who, making use of the 
Sholes typewriter keyboard, invented a machine 
for the setting up and casting of type—the 
Linotype. ' 

It is worthy of notice that Mr. Iles has not 
idolized his subjects to the extent of being un- 
able to see their indebtedness to others, a fact 
which makes the book especially valuable. 
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It is a fact that we have other national 
heroes besides Washington and Lincoln, but 
one that biographers have slowly realised. 
Lorenzo Sears believed there was a wider fleld 
than the Washingtonian and Lincolnesque one 
and he has provided a stirringly interesting life 
of “JOHN HANCOCK.” “The Picturesque 
Patriot.” In view of the scantiness of mate- 
rial now extant upon which to build a life 
story, Mr. Sears has succeeded beyond belief in 
his sincere effort to make John Hancock really 
alive for us. Carefully related are the facts of 
his influencing heredity and environment, his 
youth, his education, his share in his uncle's 
business, his experiences in England as well as 
the striking röle he played in later life in the 
revolutionary history of the land. Further, the 
war is given with a personal perspective that 
is refreshing after 80 many of the out-and- 
dried historical records of it. Altogether the 


book is the kind that should be in every library | 
waiting to attract the young person who is just | 


at the age to revel in biography. No harm can 
come to the grownup from its perusal, of 
course, but nothing quite stirs young blood to 
high minded, patriotic ideals as does the life 
of some real hero. (Little, Brown & Co.)

Reducing Bills for Washing.. 


Some one in Tun Sunpayr TRIBUNE asked 
about reducing the laundry expenses in an or- 
dinary household, I shall relate my experience 
with the hope that it may prove helpful. 

I use a water motor washing machine, be- 
cause my water tax must be paid any way, and 
if I used electricity it would be an extra bill. 
Besides, a water power washing machine is con- 
siderably cheaper than one run by electric pow- 
er. All of my underwear is made of crépe It 
is easy to launder and requires no ironing. 

Night dresses and night shirts are also made 
of this material. My shirtwaists, except a few 
fine ones for extraordinary use, are also made 
of crépe. My house dresses are made of mer- 
cerized cotton or challis, because they are 30 
much easier to iron than a starched garment 
would be. All curtains are stretched on a cur- 
tain stretoher; this includes muslin curtains 
both long and short. 

I have given up ruffled curtains and substi- 
tuted lace edging for ruffies. In this way iron- 
ing of curtains is obviated, Underwear is never 
ironed, It is pulled into shape, folded carefully, 
and that is all. My kitchen table is turned into 
an ironing board on ironing days, because large 
pieces, as tablecloths and sheets, need to be 
moved less often over the larger area than is 
necessary on a narrow ironing board, and econ- 
omy of time is a saving here. 

Handkerchiefs and pillow slips are all ironed 
on both sides and placed over a clothes horse 
without folding. After all are so ironed they 
are carefully folded and a final pressing, just 
a little pat or two, serves to make them smooth 
and even. I use Turkish towels almost exclu- 
sively, but if others are used and in the wash 
they go through the same process as my slips 
and handkerchiefs. 

A large apron made of white table oilcloth 
does away with the necessity of a kitchen apron. 
An électric or gas iron saves steps and time, 
and a high stool for an occasional rest while 
ironing saves the worker and results in quicker 
and better work. M. K. P 
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Saves One- Third of Income. 


On a weekly income of $138.50 I am able to 
save 35. We own our own home and live in a 
good neighborhood in the factory district. We 
have a good sized garden spot, 2 by 8 rods, 
which supplies us with vegetables, thereby sav- 
ing us quite a sum on our table expenses. Each 
week I divide the $13.50 as follows: Heat and 
light, 31.50; table, $2.50; taxes, clothing, and 
extras, $4.50; total, $8.60. 

This leaves a remainder of $5 to apply on our 
bank account, 

We have no children, and I do all of my own 
work, including laundry and plain sewing. I 
also make and trim my own hats. We always 


| pay cash for everything We buy, as we have 


found that by so doing we are able to get bet- 
ter values at less money. 

We always buy apples, beans, and potatoes in 
bushel lots, direct from the producer, and these, 
with the aid of vegetables from our own gar- 
den, cover our winter table supply. 

As we are not great hands for meat, I find 
that a threé pound roast at 12 cents per pound, 
with the aid of the soup stock, will carry us 
over for four days, thus providing meat at a 
small expense. 

As to our. clothes, we buy only the staple 
styles, and when possible late in the season. 
never allow old clothes to accumulate, but make 
them over into every day Wearing apparel. 

T have found that old white waists make ex- 
cellent corset covers when the sleeves are re- 
moved and the neck lowered to the required 
size; also old skirts for petticoats and aprons 
frem the good parts of worn print dresses. 

My husband's old shirts I use for crazy patch 
work bed quilts. They are quite pretty when 
worked up with bright colored yarns, and are 
all that can be desired for wearing qualities. 

Of course, it is entirely out of the question to 
be “ swell” on so moderate an income, but with 
wood management there is no reason why two 
people cannot live comfortably and happily and 
also save a little for the “rainy day.” The only 
thing to do is to buy the best you can afford and 
Mra, F. G.

First make a regular noodle dough consisting 
of flour, eggs, salt, and a little water if neces- 
sary, two eggs making two striidels. Roll out 
the dough as thin as you can and spread it 
thickly with sour cream. Slice the apples and 
spread all over and season with sugar, cinna- 
mon, currarts, and a little butter. Roll up 
and press as tightly as possible at the ends. 
Now take a dripping pan. put in sweet milk 
and a piece of butter the size 
in the oven long enough to melt the butter; 
then take the roll, lay in the pan, and spread 
on top with sour cream and sugar. Have the 
oven hot and bake slowly so as to give the 
apples time to get well done, Care should be 
taken to serve while warm, as the crust gets 
hard after standing. This is indeed a nice dish 
if properly made.

March hare nor the night mare of the feverien 
brain of a lunatic ever began to be as crazy 
as the “ Futurist Party given by the Chi- 
cago Artists’ club at the Art institute last 
night. 

Employée of the institute, art students, 
alumni, artists, architects, and university 
professors composed the throng. Each was 
dressed in a futurist costume. There were 
imitation futurist pictures on the wall 
„Soul Seeking Expression.) “Chicago Art- 
ists Going to Hell,“ Stewed Descending 
Staircase,” Ace and Ten Spot Surrounded 
by Nudes,” ete. 


Play Futurist Music. 

Dr. Alfred Emerson, archeologist and Chi- 
cago university professor, made a Cubist’ 
speech. His wife played a futurist sonata.: 
“Running Water,” by Ravel, and caused 
another even worse, by Arnold Schoenbert, 
to be executed by John Palmer. She likened 
both to the modern school of art. 

It was the costumes, however, that pre- 
sented the most apt example of futurism. 
Girls dressed their hair in excelsior and 
curled shavings, painted their faces in every 
conceivable weird shade, decked themselves 
in outlandish dresses, and acted in the most 
approved post-impressionist manner. 

Pogany, her eyes deco- 
rated with bulging gogs and her face draped 
into the general contour of an ostrich ess. 
Here walked September Dvening.”” Aman 
with a bale of shingles fastened to his clothes 
danced with a girl whose face represented a 
spider web, or a map of a railroad yard ona 
fogey night.

After short addresses by Prof. Emerson,

Wives Would Vote Out Vice, Asserts 
Progressive. 


That the Progressive platform, either na- 


tional or local, stands for betterment of con- ! 


ditions was the declaration last night of 
Jacob Riis of New York. He spoke at Parker 
Practice school, Sixty-eighth street and 
Stewart avenue, in the Thirty-second ward. 

„We hear men talk of protecting woman 
by the sacrifice of her sisters—protecting her 
against whom?” he said. “There is not a 
woman in Chicago who would not scorn such 
sacrifice, if it were sacrifice. But ft’ is not. 
It is subterfuge. It is not woman who needa 
protection. It is the man who says it who 
needs to be protected—against himself. He 
must be taught that there are not two moral 
standards, one for man and one for woman; 
that what is wrong for her cannot be right 
for him.

Directors of the board of trade. last night 
voted to expel Mark Bates, until a few days 
ago president of the old grain firm of W. (2. 
Press & Co. The charge of which Mr. Bates 
was found gullty was that of “ cross trad- 
ing.“ 

Charges of uncommercial conduct were pre- 
ferred against Bates several weeks ago at 
the same time charges were filed against 
Frank M. Bunch, the former president of the 
board of trade. Bunch was convicted after 
a two weeks’ trial and was expelled. The 
trial of Mr. Bates started Tuesday afternoon 
and was finished last night. 


Other Charges Not Sustained. 

Allegations that Bates was guilty of buck- 
etshopping and of “ nipping” and “ pinch- 
ing” trades were not sustained, but it was 
found that he was guilty of irregular trading 
Im connection with Frank M. Bunch. The 
charge was ofa technical character, but the 
rule governing this kind of trading is strin- 
gent and the directors said there was no al- 
ternative but to expel him. 

“The necessity of finding Mr. Bates guilty 
ie to be deeply regretted,” said Edward An- 
drew, president of the board of trade, last 
night, but the rule is explicit and no other 
course was open to the directors.” 


Required Twelve Votes. 

It required an affirmative vote by at least 
twelve Girectors to expel Bates. There were 
sixteen present. 

Mr. Bates has been a member of the board 
for about twenty-five years, during moet of 
which time he has been connected with W. G. 
Prees & Co. Since charges were preferred 
against him he resigned his position of pres!- 
dent of the company and was succeeded by 
. H. Thayer.

OR twenty-five years Lawrence Y. 

«4 Sherman has been a prominent figure 

in the public life of Illinois. Before 

that his fame and activities were con- 

fined to The Military Tract ’’ in the 
western part of the state, where he lived. 

During those twenty-five years Mr. Sher- 
man,whether in the majority or the minority 
of his party—and it was more often the latter 
than the former—has been a person to be 
taken account of. Whatever his enemies 
and he had many—thought of him they never 
made the mistake of despising him, while his 
friends cling to him with a persistence which 
| savors of hero worship. 

They stoutly insist he is the ablest man in 
Hilinois politics, and whether they are right 
or wrong he has never done or said anything 
to make their claim ridiculous. He is able 
enough for all practical purposes, though it 
may be at times he has gained by comparison. 
At any rate he is a little different from ang of 
hig contemporaries, in thought, expression, 
actions, and appearance, and wherever you 
put him does not fail to attract attention. 


Resembles Abraham Lincoln, 

Physically he is as homely as they make 
men and yet his face, with its strong lines 
and the marked resemblance to Abraham 
Lincoln, is singularly attractive. His man- 
ners are almost awkward, still he is always 
self-posseseed, if not assertive, in any com- 
pany. A greater contrast than the one be- 
tween him and J. Ham. Lewis could not pos- 
sibly be imagined. His speaking voice is 
shrill, almost rasping, but he can hold an 
audience from the moment he starts speaking. 
His dress is of the simplest. Two suits of 
clothes probably comprise his entire ward- 
robe. But there is no affectation in this sim- 
plicity. It is the Sherman way of doing 
things and entirely natural. 

During his earlier days at Springfield, when 
it was a constant struggle to maintain him- 
self against powerful enemies, he was the 
joy and delight of all newspaper correspond- 
ents. His caustic epigrams and home strik- 
ing philippics always meant a news item, and 
as a coiner of political slang he is singularly 
gifted. It was Sherman who named the Iili- 
nois and Michigan canal “ the tadpole ditch “; 
the political game wardens, “the rabbit 
shepherds,” and the members of the gov- 
ernor’s staff in their resplendent uniforms 
the sunburst colonels,” and the terms still 
are familiar. 


Popularity Is eee 

Mr. Sherman was first elected to the legis- 
lature in 1896 from the district ef whith Mo- 
. Donough county was a part. Previous to 
that he had been on the local bench and was 
well known all through the “ Military Tract,” 
| where his popularity was * great as to be 

remarkable. 

During his firet term a Springfield his 
ability was so generally recognized that he 
was elected speaker the next session by prac- 
tically unanimous consent,and then came the 
accession of the younger Yates to the gov- 
ernorshop. The conflict between Speaker 
Sherman and Gov. Yates was frreconcilabls. 
There was a chasm there which neither d!- 
plomacy nor expediencey could bridge, and 
Sherman knew nothing of diplomacy and 
cared less for expediency. The speakér had 
opposed the nomination of Yates to the last, 
going down with Congressman Reeves on the 
final roll call in the convention.. He did not 
approve of Yates’ advisers, had no use for 
Yates’ political methods, and something like 
contempt for the Yates mentality. Lorimer 
was the power behind the Yates administra- 
tion and Sherman detested Lorimer and Lor!- 
merism. 

Naturally Yates tried to defeat him for re- 

n as speaker, but here the governor 
met defeat at the start of his term. Sher- 
man’s friends formed a majority of the Re- 
publican membership of the house, and, re- 
fusifig all offers of patronage if they would 
desert their leader, they marched to the cau- 
cus in a body, taking the middle of the street 
so that all Springfield could see and count 
them. “There are 47 of us—count us— 1.“ 
said big Charlie Cherry, who led the proces- 
sion, and in it was Tice, the leader of the 
Republican minority in the present legisla- 
ture. 


re War for Two Years. 

Sherman was re@lected and for two years 
there was war between the governor's cham- 
ber on the second floor of the statehouse and 
‘the house of representatives on the third. 
The next session, however, Yates used the 
state patronage with enough effect to elect 
his friend, Representative Miller, speaker, 
with the disastrous results ye history of the 
state has recorded. 

Then came the state campaign of 1904 and 
Sherman, among a lot of others, was a can- 
didate for the governorship. He had The 
Military Tract 7 with him and prepared to go 
into the last ditch if necessary. The regu- 
lar love feast” of the party leaders had 
been called for the winter before and all the 
candidates were there. 

In the front row of the stage in the arsenal 
sat Yates, Sherman, Frank O. Lowden, Con- 
gressman Warner,’ Attorney General Ham- 
lin, Charles S. Deneen, the candidates, each 
with a carefully prepared speech in his pock- 
et warranted so innocuous as not to seare 
a fiy off a bald head. 


Makes Grand Stand Play. 

Yates finished first and his audience, large 
ly composed of state appointees, applauded 
enthusiastically. Yates, Who always was the- 
atrical, sat down, suddenly sprang again to 
his feet, and shaking the corner of a large 
hanging flag shouted, ‘*‘ I move that this mas- 
nificent audience stand up and give three 
cheers for the grand old party of the glorious 
state of Illinois.” 

It was bunk of the most flagrant kind, 

but most of the audience and everybody on 
the stage, except Sherman, stood up and 
gave the cheers. He sat unmoved in his seat. 
, Thinking he could score a point Yates shout- 
Led again: 
I have my opinion of the man who re- 
fuses to stand up and give three cheers for 
the grand old party of. the glorious state of 
Tilinoia.” Then everybody got ready for the 
fireworks. 

Sherman was the next speaker. It is doubt- 
ful if he remembered he had a prepared

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speech in his pocket. If he did it was to ) won- 
der why he had wasted time writing it. Me 
started out in a low voice and a rabbit 
shepherd in the rear shouted “ louder.” 

“I'll make you all hear me before I get 
through,” said Sherman, and he did. Such 
plain speaking was never heard in a party 
love feast before. Sherman reviewed 
Yates’ administration and every word count- 
ed. He laid bare all the troubles of the party 
and traced them to their source. As he 
hurled invective, sarcasm, ridicule, and ar- 
gument at his cap mies the state office holders 
in the audience hissed, Sherman’s friends ap- 
plauded, and the disinterested ones enjoyed, 
but the speaker kept up untiltheend. When 
he sat down the other candidates had t» 
change their speeches also and a job lot of 
perfectly good but undelivered political ad- 
dresses went into the waste paper baskets 
that evening. 


Takes Political Rest Cure. 

The ensuing election resulted in the choice 
of Deneen for governor and Sherman for 
lieutenant governor aud Sherman went into 
comparative obscurity. 

Jam taking the rest cure,“ he explained 
to a friend who visited him during this period. 
Only once did the lieutenant governor get 
prominently in the papers, and then it was 
in New York City. By some chance which 
was never explained, the millionatres who 
composed the leaders of the good roads move- 
ment in that state had invited him to address 
a banquet given by the Automobile club in 
advocacy of that endeavor. The Gotham 
newspapers made extended mention of his 
Speech the next morning, while such local 
lights as Senator Chauncey Depew and Con- 
gressman Littleton were put im the also 


spoke’ class. He was a revelation to New 


York and it welcomed him. 

Since the formation of the state board 
which has control of the state charity institu- 
tions, Mr. Sherman has been at the head 
of it, and of necessity removed from the 
political stage. When he ran for the sena- 
torial nomination against Cullom, however, 
he proved the people had not forgotten him. 


Works on Forty Acre Farm. 

He was born in Miami county, O., Nov, 9, 
1858, but a year later his parents moved to 
McDonough county, III. and in 1866 to Jas- 
per county. There the boy worked stead- 
fastly on a forty acre farm through the crop 
growing and harvesting seasons and went 
to country schoo} in the winter. By night 
the year around he was poring over what- 
ever books he found. 

Graduating from the district schoo! he went 
to Lee’s academy in Loxa, III. and 
teaching. When echool was not in n 
he was attending McKendree college, where 
he t his lifelong friend, Charles S. Deneen. 
Mr. Deneen’s father was professor of Latin 
at the college and helped young Sherman 
in his outside activities and in getting started 
at his law studies. In 1882 the young law- 
yer was admitted to the bar. Four years 
later he became county judge, and in 1890 
formed a partnership with former Judge 
Tunnicliffe of the Illinois Supreme court. 

It was not until he had became judge that 
Mr. Sherman dared go ahead with his court- 
ship of. Miss Ella Crewe, daughter of a 
Jasper county farmer. Only a little later 
there came the first of his two great family 
tragedics. Mrs. Sherman died sudden, and, 
broken by the shock, the husband spent sev- 
eral months in traveling and studying before 
he could return to his practice. 


Friends Demand That He Run. 

There came the demand of his friends that 
he should run for the legislature. Mr. Sher- 
man made his campaign, won, and began 
his twelve years’ service as a lawmaker, the 
last eight as speaker of the house and, as 
lieutenant governor, president of the senate. 
In this time, to obtain rest from his labors 
at Springfield, he returned frequently to his 
old home in Jasper county, where his wife’s 
older sister, Mrs. David Spitier, still lived. 
Mrs. Spitier’s little daughter was then a 
echool girl. She graduated from college, 
and they were married. In less than two 
years she, too, died, leaving a little daugh- 
ter who is now 5 years old, and incidentally 
Mr. Sherman’s most treasured possession. 

About the new senator have sprung up a 
host of stories in good natured fun making 
of his “ country lawyer” habits. Many in- 
volve the strenuous fight necessary to get 
him to lok favorably on a program of dress 
reform. He overcame his suspicion of 
cuffs, and recognized the existence of more 
than one style of necktie. These concessions 
were fatal, for the declaration of his friends 
that he would have to wear a dress suit 
found his old contempt for sartorial ele- 
gance weakened, and he consented to have 
one made. 


Borrows Dress Suit. 

The warning came too late. He was en- 
gulfed by an invitation of Gov. Tanner, and 
that, to the speaker of the house, was tanta- 
mount toa command. There was no time to 
have the suit made, and John Corwin, then 
Springfield correspondent for THE TRIBUNE, 
was drafted for the emergency. 

Corwin did some rapid work among the 
colony of correspondents, and returned in a 
few minutes with several suits. From these 
were selected a coat, trousers, and waist- 
coat. The rest of the equipment was ob- 
tained from a haberdashery, and the gov- 
ernor’s guest apparently was groomed. But 
on the way to the executive mansion there 
was an accident, a shocking one, and Mr. 
Sherman was hurried back to the hotel with 
a rent in the worst possible portion of the 
trousers. Time was short, and as an awning 
maker was the nearest approach to a tailor 
in that vicinity it fell to the awning maker 
to repair the catastrophe. 


Repairs Safe but Not Sane. 

His sewing machine was of the double 
seam variety, and filled with coarse cord 
instead of silk thread. The repair work 
was safe without being sane. Sherman re- 
marked that it was about as comfortable 
as sitting on a railfence. That night, it is 
recorded, he backed away form the reception 
line, and took up a defensive position with 
his back to the wall, remaining there until 
the laughing correspondents surrounded him 


and escorted him back to the hotel in safety.

The appellation was indignantly spurned by 
the colonel at the time. He is a lawyer with 

a brilliant reputation as an orator. 

Col. Lewie-he comes honestly by the title 
by reason of having served on the staff of 
Gen. Frederick D. Grant in the Spanish- 
American war—served in the house of rep- 
resentatives from the state of Washington in 
the Fifty-fifth congress. He then distin- 
guished himself by fathering the resolution 
which granted independence to the republic 
of Cuba. 

Twice before—in the state of Washington— 
Col. Lewis was nominated by his party for 
the United States senate, but each time failed 
of election in a legislature controlled by the 
opposition. He also declined a nomination 
for congress in 1890 to make an unsuccessful 
race for governor of Washington two years 
later. 


Lewis Always to the Fore. 

Every recent Democratic national conven- 
tion has brought Col. Lewis to the fore in 
one way or another. He was a candidate for- 
nomination as vice president in the Kansas 
City convention of 1900, but failed. He was 
strongly supported by the Pacific coast dele- 
gation. Y 

Five years ago at Denver Col. Lewis was 
called to the chair by Permanent Chairman 
Clayton and attracted attention when he suc- 
ceeded in restoring the convention, then in 
a state of turbulence, to order. The gavel 
also was turned over to him for a brief period 
by Chairman James in the Baltimore conven- 
tion last year. 

Following the Spanish-American war Col. 
Lewis was credited to the joint high commis- 
sion on Canadian and Alaskan boundaries 
at London. He came to Chicago in 1008 and 
almost immediately became active in politi- 
cal affairs. He was corporation counsel from 
1905 to 1907, during the administration of 
Mayor Dunne, and was a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for governor of LIli- 
nois in 1008. 


New Senator Native of Virginia. 

Col. Lewis is a native of Virginia, having 
been born in Danville, May 18, 1866. He is, 
therefore, 47 years old. At an early age he 
removed to Augusta, Ga., and was educated 
at Houghton college and the University of 
Virginia. He studied law at Savannah, Ga., 
where he was admitted to the bar in 1884. In 
November, 1898, he married Mise Rose Law- 
ton Douglass of Georgia. In the meantime he 
had located in Seattle, Wash., where he went 
in 1886, and where he began his political 
career by serving in the then territorial 
senate. 

Col. and Mrs, Lewis have traveled exten- 
sively and his addresses on various subjects 
have attracted attention in European capi- 
tals as well as im the United States He isa 
member of the Historical society of Paris. 
His wit and keen sarcasm have made more 
than one opponent uncomfortable in debate. 
We is a ready conversationalist and his 
penchant for giving interviews and writing 
letters occasionally has embarrassed him 
politically. 

In the state primary campaign last fall the 
colonel was the only Democratic candidate 
for the senatorial nomination. No other 
Democrat of prominence figured the party 
had a chance to control the legislature on 
joint ballot. It was thig lack of foresight 
among the party leaders that gave Col. Lewis 
the primary indorsement, practically by de- 
fault. Aided by Gov. Dunne he made the 
most of the opportunity, however. 


Opposition in Own Party. 
The colonel encountered strong opposition 
in his own party and supplied his enemies 
with ammunition when he recently wrote an

Speech Causes Storm of Protests. 

This speech was not in accord with the pro- 
gressive declarations of the colonel during 
the campaign and caused a storm of protests 
from members of his party. Several days 
later he said that if elected he would get 
behind real progressive legislation. 

The war in the Balkans prompted the 
colonel to predict a general European con- 
flict, as in 1900 he forecast a war between the 
United States on the one side and China and 
Japanontheothen He charged France, Ger- 
many, and England with fomenting trouble 
by urging China to force this country to re- 
peal the Chinese exclusion act. 

Although the colonel's shock of whiskera, of 
peculiar shade—universally chronicled as 
„ pink "—and his confessed weakness for the 
advanced styles in dress, have made him a- 
favorite subject for American cartoonists, 
he also has gained prominence both in and 
out of Chicago through his conmection with 
important law cases. 

One of his more important legal victories 
was the acquittal of Dora McDonald, whom 
he cleared of a charge of murder after a hard 
fought battle that attracted national atten- 
tion. 

The colonel lost an equally stubborn fight 
when his client, former Police Inspector Mc- 
Cann, was convicted of bribery.
